>RE operating a 6 volt radio from a 12 volt system. 

> 

>Whether you use a series resistor or a pass transistor there will 
>be 30 watts dissappated, if the radio draws 5 amps at 6 volts. A 
>series dropping zener or a string of forward conducting diodes will 
>obviously also have to be rated at 30 watts. 

> 

>Even if you use a 100 watt rated wirewound, the surface is going to 
>be pretty hot, so be carefull of where you locate the resistor. 

> 

>If you use the pass transistor, you have to keep the heat sink a 
>lot cooler than the resistor's surface so it will be bulky and must 
>be in a ventilated location. 

> 

>If you use a simple series resistor, the voltage fed to the radio will 


>go up and down with warm up more than with volume setting, and, if you 
>select a value to apply 6 volts when the set is warmed up, the voltage 


>will be higher than 6 when warming up. A 1.5 ohm resistor with a tap 


>adjustment would do the job....not a common item these days 

> 

>The series zener or diode string will maintain the voltage somewhat 
>better, but the tolerance on the vehicle will twice the swing on the 
>radio. That is, since the "12 volts" can vary typically from 11 to 15, 
>the radio will have 5 volts to 9 volts present. 

> 

>An alternate way is to use a de to de converter that will run about 75 percent 
>efficient. Instead of wasting 30 watts, you only waste 10, meaning 

>a lot smaller heat sink. (I know many now claim much better efficiency, 
>but not at such relatively low voltage). The circuits are pretty simple, 
>since the pulse width/and or frequency regulating circuitry can be obtained 
>in a single IC...the other parts are a power switching device and the 
>main inductive device. 

> 

> One real problem with the dc to de converter approach is that they 
>inherently generate strong signals right in the AM broadcast band. 

>Keeping these signals confined to the inside of a shield box takes some 
>really good shielding and filtering techniques. 

> 

> I had a similar problem in operating a 12 volt 2 way radio in a vehicle 


>with a 32 volt supply. ( a steam locomotive)...at a 2 amp level. I found the 
>simple emitter follower dropping transistor on a heat sink was the best 
>solution; Very little design effort, no EMI, and few parts. The draw back 
>of wasting 40 watts while using 24, was a minor aspect, particularly since 
>this was only when transimitting. During recieve, the drain was only .5 amp, 
>so the loss was only 10 watts.

On my S-38B, I replaced the plug with a polarized unit, and rewired it such 
that the ON-OFF switch and the fuse are on the hot side of the plug. (this 
really screwed some things up: I had to move the wires around to get rid of 
excessive hum, but I fixed it and the how and why is a subject for another 
message at another time) 

Fine and dandy so far as it goes. I would recommend a polarized plug 

rather than a 3-wire (see below re ground and neutral). Reason for 

switching the ground side in an AA5 setup was that the power switch 

and volume control are next to each other---desire to keep hum out of 

the audio. Some radios are very fussy about this.

> Therefore, as long as the outlet is wired properly, 
> blowing the fuse removes power from the set, leaving it in a safe 


> configuration. (ack, NASA speak invades my e-mail, ugh!) From what I read, 

> the ground pin in the electrical outlet and the neutral blade connect together 
> at the electrical box, which is why it works. 

Watch out here. You want to be specific that the only point that 

ground and neutral are tied together is at the main distribution 

panel. They are not be tied together at the outlet box. To 

electricians, "electrical box" generally means the box with the switch 

or outlet wiring in it, not the distribution panel (which is, of 

course, in a box). 


However, not all outlets are 

wired properly and I have checked all of the critical plugs in the apartment 
for correct wiring with one of those little testers with the three bulbs. 
(availible at Home Cheapo or equiv for $5 or so) When my family and I lived 
in CT, we did find several outlets throughout the house that were wired 
incorrectly, so watch out! (and who do you think got the job of fixing them, 
heh heh heh) 

Yup, a point not to be overlooked. When you are rewiring something, 

make sure it is NOT wired in such a way that it shunts neutral to 

ground through low resistance. So far as outlets wired backward, this 

is most likely found in older houses where outlets have been replaced. 

Line and neutral were not marked in most pre-1940 wiring, so you have 

to ring out the wiring to find which is which. Also, beware of three 

wire outlets installed in ungrounded boxes, where there is no ground 

path for the U-ground lead.

You want to get a copy of the National Electrical Code for US wiring. 
It covers all this good stuff in some detail. Watch out for antique 
local codes. Most places have a standard "it sez here" that serious 
wiring work is supposed to be done by electricians, inspected by 
inspectors, and other odds and ends. Non-code wiring, if involved in 
a fire, and traceable to home hacker stuff, will invalidate fire 
insurance, so if you are going to tinker with your primary power 
wiring, get very smart about code and standard practices.

The data sheet for a F450Z1C, 526-9634-010 shows it as 

20 kohms in and out Z, with 30 pF cap to resonate. Generally the 
last three digits of the P/N are for fairly minor variations, 

so I would expect those numbers to hold for your -050 filter. 


If you need a LSB filter to match it, I've got several, but my 
single 6 kHz wide 450 kHz filter I'm holding on to in case I find 
a radio that needs it badly enough to shift the IF from 455 to 450. 


I see that there are a number of 450 kHz ceramic filters available 
now. I guess it's easier to build synthesizers stepping in 10 kHz 
steps, and using a 450 kHz IF, than to build them stepping in 5 kHz 
steps required to step across the American BCST band (10 kHz channel 
Spacing) using a 455 kHz IF freq.

. In order to have an advantage over a solid conductor, or a stranded 


conductor with no insulation between conductors, the individual 
insulated conductors must be braided in a manner that would cause 
any one conductor to be in the middle of the bundle for only a share 
of the length. Simply using insulated conductors in the usual 

twist that uninsulated strands are normally used will not give 

the advantage of all the trouble that having a number of 

insulated wires involve. 


Someone stated that hollow waveguide was that way in order to have 
the conducting material mostly on the outer side. Energy propagating 
down circular waveguide is passing mainly through the empty area in 
the center, with relatively small currents in the actual metal. In 
most practical cases, circular waveguide is only used for microwave 
frequencies. 


What was actually meant is that in externally conducting paths, it is 
an advantage in weight of material to have the conductor hollow, when 
high frequencies are involved. Obviously space is not saved. In the 
case of fixed location large BAs, the increased cost of tubular material 
is not worth the saving in weight until the conductors cross section 
gets up over 1/2 inch or so. so large solid conductors are used. 
(The antenna tuning coils for a broadcast transmitter I was an engineer 
for in the early 1950s, were made with 3/8th inch diameter 
soft aluminum, heavily plated with silver, with a 
protective coating of rhodium over the silver. This was a 5KW, 1.4 
megaHertz installation....having conudctive material in the middle 
never increases the losses, it just doesn't decrease them in anything 
like the amount of increased weight added. ) 


I would be suprised if having one conductor out of 20 broken, wuold 
have dropped the Q of a coil way out of proportion to the loss 
in conductivity such as Van Cleff stated. 


By thew way, the relatively cheap hollow copper tubing sold for 
plumbing is much higher in resistance, at least double, than 
pure copper would be. Ina large "tank" circuit I had the "Q" 
actually drop, when I substitued .1875 dia hollow tubing for 
.125 dia solid copper wire, even though the cross section of 
the metal in the tubing was larger in diameter than the wire.

>Probably there will be host of BA people answer the question about Litz wire 
>but in case there are not here is one: 

> 

>Litz wire is braided cable made up of individually insulated "enamel" wires. 
> 

>The purpose is to force the high frequency currents that flow through the wire 
>to use the whole of the cross section of conductive material as a path 
instead 

>of only the outer layers. (When high frequency currents flow in a circular 
>conductor, the magnetic fields associated with the currents force the current 
>away from the center.) 

> 

>For the same weight of metal, making the conductor non- circular, like a 
>ribbon, or in the form of a hollow tube, also is an effective practive 

>to reduce high frequency resistance. 

> 

>When forming multi-turn coils for high compact inductance, Litz wire was 
>the better method. However, the use of powdered iron core or ferrite core 
>material so greatly increased the inductance for the same length of wire 
>that the advantage of Litz wire, (which is rather expensive) was 

>greatly diminished , and it became a rarity. 

> 

>For reasons of skin depth and dielectric losses, Litz wire wasn't a 

>useful aid above a few megacycles; it was mainly employed at the 

>IF frequency, although, oddly enough, I have seen it used in certain 
>aircraft installations where very heavy 400 Hz currents were flowing, 

>and have read of an even more unusual application where a very heavy 

>bus conductor carrying 60Hz was made of a braided bundle of No 12 

>wires. (In his latter case, the clearance available would not permit 

>a large hollow conductor which would normally have been used.) 

> 

>Note that the braiding must be such that each conductor is sometimes 

>on the surface of the bundle, and sometimes in the middle, etc. Note 

>also that each conductor must be insulated from the other conductors. 

> 

>One of the earliest uses of Litz wire was for the antennas used for 

>very low frequnency transmitters of the very early days of radio. 

>The big "bird cage" groups of parallel conductors separated from each 
>other worked somewhat better, but a Litz wire antenna of a single 

>wire was simpler to hang up and had less wind resistance. Due to the 

>fact that they were so electrically "short" compared to a wavelength. 

>the currents were extremely high and the Litz arrangement was a big 


>advantage.

>From time to time I have been asked about test equipment and what 

to buy. What follows is a combination of my thoughts on the matter, 
information lifted from sources I consider execellent, and the wisdom 
of a number of other BA members. Those of you who look only for the 
latest "for sale: rare old radio, cheap" posts should press your delete 
keys now... 


Other things every home lab needs: 

An understanding significant other... 

A workshop dog to keep your feet warm. 

A good supply of new and used components. 
A couple of GOOD soldering irons. 

Several good linear power supplies. 


VV VV VV VV VV VV VV WV 


Hmm: 


Well, I've flown solo for a good many years, and while my fine old 
workshop cat was a boon companion, even he didn't last forever, but 
here's what I actually use fer designin' und fixin' 


Multimeter. Gotta have a 20K ohms per volt VOM. I have a cheap Radio 
Shack Micronta meter, but prefer the Triplett 630-NA over all others. 
That includes the venerable Simpson 260, which is a fine meter to have 
around unless you've got the Triplett. 


A few good VTVM's. I actually use an RCA WV-98C VoltOhmyst for just 
about everything. Huge meter, easy to use, does a fine job. WV-97A's 
are very common, easy to rebuild and calibrate, and having a few 
around (with a cube tap so you can get AC to all of them) is great 
stuff. 


I far prefer analog to digital. I get as much information out of how 
the needle moves under various conditions as I get from dial readings, 
and most often I am more interested in "right place on the dial" 
rather than absolute value. 


For DC accuracy, the HP-412A does as well as anything except a 
potentiometer and a volt box, and Ballantines are superb for AC. 


Signal generators? Having sine wave capability from around 10 Hz. 
right up through 150 Mhz. is handy. Takes at least two to do this. 

A Wavetek function generator or similar can be handy for generating 
various signals----although never overlook the value of an 
oscilloscope calibrator signal for lots of things. An HP-200 family 
oscillator has lots of power and can drive things directly---great for 
checking out speakers, finding impedances, resonant points, and 
transformation ratios of iron core magnetics, etc. 


Scope. I'm a stick-in-the-mud that likes the big old heavy Tek 
530/540 package. What I actually use is a 533A. I like 6 genuine 
centimeters of vertical display, knobs I can grab hold of, and so 
rarely miss not having more than 15 Mhz. bandpass that I stick with 
the simple vertical amplifier. A 547 is, of course, the ultimate in 
this package. 

310 and 310A have a lot of mileage in them. They're little, but have 
a lot of good use in them. Drawbacks are size, weight, and primary 
power draw, all of which goes to heat up the room. 


Crystal calibrator. I have a Measurements 111A. Donates accurate 
100Khz/1Mhz/10Mhz, has a built-in detector and mixer. Keeps the VFO 
generators honest, and is very useful on its own. 


Grid Dip. You can haggle between the Eico 710, Millen 90651/661, and 
Measurements 59 Megacycle Meter. The Megacycle Meter is pretty 


classy, but the Millen is just as good, and a dirt simple setup. The 
Eico is cheaper, less accurate calibration, but goes down into the few 
hundred Khz. region with standard coils. If you are going to work 
with RF, you can't beat a good grid dip, once you know how to use it 
effectively. 


Solder Station. Pay the money for a good temp controlled station. 
The only way to get consistent good-quality work.
